The feat — the first man to 
float in ou ter space — took 
place Thu rsd ay as Voskhod 2, a 
two-man capsu le, orbited ov er 
the Sov iet

Iv anov ich Bely ay ev , 39, was at 
the controls. Lt. Col. Leonov . 30. 
an ex -fighter pilot, opened a 
hatch in the roof of the capsu le 
and stood there a few moments, 
awaiting a signal from the pilot.

hold ing on to a hand rail, and 
then he let go. Only a 15 -foot 
line tethered him to the capsu le 
as it sped throu gh space at fiv e 
miles 
per 
second . 
Leonov , 
known to his friend s as Ly osha, 
then ex ecu ted tu rns and som er­ 
sau lts, looking for all the world 
like a scu ba d iv er. He wore a 
special silv er su it and tanks 
were strapped to his back, pro­ 
tection against the d ead ly su n 
ray s in ou ter space.

The U.S. 5 th Circu it Cou rt of 
Appeals in New Orleans on F ri­ 
d ay night u pheld Johnson's ru l­ 
ing in the face of an appeal by 
Alabama officials. The possibili­ 
ty rem ained of an appeal to the 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt. 
For Dr. M artin Lu ther King 
Jr., who had led the nine-week 
d riv e in Alabama for Negro v ot­ 
ing rights, Ju d ge Johnson’s ru l­ 
ing was sweet su ccess. His first 


attem pt at the 5 0-miles highway 
m arch from Selma to Montgom­ 
ery had end ed in blood shed . 
State 
troopers 
and 
sheriff’s 
possemen had rid d en d own the 
d em onstrators March 7, before 
they cou ld get ou t of Selma. 
The new m arch was set to 
begin 
at 
noon 
Su nd ay , 
with 
hu nd red s 
of 
Negroes 
and i 
whites, 
from 
Alabama 
and ! 
across the nation, m arching to 
Montgomery to d emand the v ote j 
for Negroes. 
The m archers had strong al­ 
lies in Washington. 
Presid ent 
Johnson 
had gone to the nation 
Mond ay night on telev ision and 
d eclared , in the classic word s of 
civ il rights fighters, that “ we 


shall ov ercom e.” He personally 
appeared before a joint session 
of Congress and d eclared that 
refu sing the ballot to Negroes 
was “ a crippling legacy of big­ 
otry and inju stice.” His speech 
was interr u ptties mp -40a y bed 
plau se and two stand ing ov a­ 
tions. 


On W ed nesd ay , Johnson sent 


to Congress a bill giv ing the fed ­ 
eral gov ernm ent the right to 
step in where states d iscrim ­ 
inate against Negroes in v oting.

su red . The first efforts of Sou th­ 
erners to stop the bill in a Sen­ 
ate 
com m ittee 
was 
q u ickly 
sm ashed , 67-13. 


The face of the Viet Nam w arj 
continu ed its slow change.

Nam planes mad e three raid s 
d eep into North Viet Nam with­ 
in six d ay s. There was no ail 
opposition from the Red s. 
Restrictions lighter 
Press restrictions on Ameri­ 
can correspond ents cov ering the 
atr war from Sou th Viet Nam 
tightened perceptibly .

NOTES - T he 
American Med ical Association has 
recommend ed that some appli­ 
cants for d riv er licenses shou ld be 
giv en med ical ex aminations by 
phy sicians. 
In a pu blished policy statement 
the AMA said ; 


“The goal of licensing shou ld 
be to license all applicants who 
can operate a motor v ehicle with 
safety to themselv es and others 
and to restnct, withd raw', or d eny 
the license to those who present 
an u nwarranted risk. 


“There are 91,000,000 licensed 
d riv ers in the United States. To 
giv e med ical ex aminations initial­ 
ly and period ically to this nu m­ 
ber for the pu rpose of licensing to 
operate a motor v ehicle is to u se 
med ical manpower with less than 
optimu m effectiv eness.” 


Howev er, believ ing that t he 
recognition and appropriate hand ­ 
ling of “d riv er limitation” will 
contribu te marked ly to au tomo­ 
bile 
accid ent 
prev ention 
pro­ 
grams, the AMA recommend ed 
ex aminations be cond u cted u nd er 
these cond itions: 


—When a license applicant d is­ 
play s an obv iou sly impaired phy si­ 
cal fu nction. 
—When a d riv er has been in­ 
v olv ed in mu ltiple accid ents with­ 
in a short calend ar period . 
—When a d riv er mu st be placed 
in the “ assigned risk” pool for in­ 
su rance u nd erwriting becau se of 
refu sal by v ariou s commercial in­ 
su rance carriers to assu me the 
risk. 
—When a d riv er v olu ntarily su g­ 
gests that he “blacked ou t” or 
that med ical problems contribu ted 
to an accid ent. 
The most significant med ical 
problems which mu st be ev alu ­ 
ated to d etermine d riv er limita­ 
tion were listed as mental retar­ 
d ation. u ncompensated d eformi­ 
ties. neu rological d efects, card i­ 
ov ascu lar 
d efects, 
psy chiatric 
problems, gross sensory d eficits, 
chronic alcoholism, and d ru g ad ­ 
d iction. 
The AMA statement also said : 
“ No scientific d ata are av ail­ 
able to ind icate that d riv ers with 
any particu lar d isease, inclu d ing 
d iabetes, 
epilepsy , 
color 
blind ­ 
ness, card iov ascu lar d isease, or 
d eafness hav e 
higher 
accid ent 
rates than comparable grou ps not 
hav ing the cond ition. The id entifi­ 
cation of persons 
with 
certain 
d 
■ s is of little v alu e in pre­ 
v enting accid ents. 
“There are limited stu d ies to 
show that certain impaired grou ps 
hav e fewer accid ents than com­ 
parable grou ps withou t the im­ 
pairment becau se of an awareness 
of the cond ition and compensa­ 
tion by the ind iv id u als inv olv ed . 
“This observ ation tend s to be 
borne ou t by the accid ent rates 
which show that the y ou ng male 
ad u lt 16-25 y ears of age (a grou p 
with the fewest phy sical impair­ 
ments) has the highest incid ence 
of accid ents. 
Lack 
of 
matu re 
ju d gment seems to be the critical 
factor.”

5 03rd Military Police Detachment 
from Ft. Bragg, N.C. 


A d etachment from the 720th 
Military 
Police 
Battalion 
was 
q u artered in the gy mnasiu m of 
the Craig Air Force Base in Sel­ 
ma. It was not known where the 
u nit was formed . 
There were reports that two 
battalions of regu lar Army troops 
had reached 
Selma 
by 
early 
morning. 
Alabama National Gu ard com­ 
mand ers d eclined to giv e informa­ 
tion on the nu mber of National 
Gu ard smen fed eralized by Presi­ 
d ent Johnson for protecting the 
marchers. Johnson d irected the 
secretary of d efense to u se “ su ch 
U.S. troops and Alabama National 
Gu ard smen 
he 
may 
consid er 
necessary .”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S. 
Air Force F105 jet fighter is 
missing on a flight from Okinawa 
to Formosa parallel to the Red 
Chinese Coast. 
The Defense Department, an­ 
nou ncing this tod ay , said the pilot 
appeared to hav e su ffered either 
a heart attack or a blackou t from 
ox y gen failu re. 
The pilot of an accompany ing 
F105 tried to arou se the pilot of 
the other plane by rad io, then 
sou ght to d iv ert the plane bu t 
was u nable to d o so.

d omestic 
v io­ 
lence may occu r in connection” 
with the m arch, sched u led to 
start Su nd ay . 
Warned 
Johnson 
prev iou sly 
had 
w arned that he wou ld fed eralize 
the 
Gu ard 
if 
Alabam a 
Gov . 
George C. W allace d id n’t. 
Reed y d id n’t say , bu t it ap­ 
peared that fed eral troops also 
might be u sed to au gm ent the 
Alabam a m ilitia. 
Johnson had said that if it 
were necessary for him to ac­ 
tiv ate the G u ard sm en, he wou ld 
su pport 
them 
with 
w hatev er 
regu lar m ilitary troops might 
be necessary . 


And his ord er tod ay prov id ed 
that the Secretary of Defense 
cou ld “ u se su ch arm ed forces of 
the United States as he m ay 
d eem necessary .” 
It was the fifth time since 195 7 
that a presid ent has fed eralized 
a state militia d u ring a racial 
crisis. Alabama also was in­ 
v olv ed in two of the prev iou s 
ord ers. 
Two Docu ments 
In calling u p the Gu ard , John­ 
son issu ed two d ocu ments. 
One was a proclam ation set­ 
ting forth the backgrou nd and 
noting that W allace had refu sed 
to prov id e protection for the 
m archers as d irected by F ed er­ 
al Ju d ge Frank M. Johnson Jr. 
The other was an ex ecu tiv e 
ord er giv ing the Secretary of 
Defense the necessary au thor­ 
ity . 
The ord er prov id ed for the u se 
of any or all of the state’s Army 
and Air National Gu ard , thu s 


raising the possibility that Ne­ 
groes 
might 
be 
among 
the 
m arch protectors. 


The National Gu ard Bu reau in 
W ashington said there are no 
Negroes in the Army Gu ard , bu t 
that the Air Gu ard inclu d es two 
Negro m em bers. 


The m arch is m eant to d ram ­ 
atize what civ il rights lead ers 
say is the state’s d iscrim ination 
against Negroes and their v ot­ 
ing rights. 


5 0-Mile March 
The 5 0-mile m arch originally 
was sched u led M arch 7 . Ala­ 
bam a State Police u sed night 
sticks and tear gas to break it 
u p alm ost as it began. 
The fed eral cou rt stepped in­ 
to ord er a tem porary d elay to 
the 
march 
after 
civ il 
rights 
lead ers had sou ght to get a 
cou rt ban against any 
inter­ 
ference. 


A second , brief m arch, led by 
the 
Rev . 
Dr. 
M artin 
Lu ther 
King Jr., was staged after the 
cou rt ord er. It end ed near Sel­ 
ma withou t v iolence. 


The 
cou rt 
su bseq u ently 
d e­ 
creed that the m arch cou ld go 
on, and said that Wallace shou ld 
prov id e 
protection 
to prev ent 
v iolence. 


Wallace then su ggested that 
since a fed eral cou rt had issu ed 
the ord er, the fed eral gov ern­ 
m ent shou ld prov id e the protec­ 
tion. 


In 
reply , Johnson 
said the 
gov ernor 
cou ld 
call 
u p 
the 
Gu ard , bu t that if he were u n­ 
willing or u nable to d o so, the 
Presid ent wou ld take that ac­ 
tion. 


Frid ay , Wallace said he was 
willing bu t that the estim ated 
$36 0,000 cost of the protection 
wasn’t within the state’s means.

WASHINGTON - Time, timing 
and p residential leadership in the 
civ il rights stru ggle, not only now 
bu t for a centu ry p ast, will get 
far more scru tiny after p resent 
tensions hav e su bsided. 
This is the qu estion inv olv ed: 
Why didn’t p residents since the 
civ il war p rov ide far more lead­ 
ership in 
obtaining 
fu ll 
civ il 
rights for Negroes? 
President 
Johnson 
can 
be 
fairly ex cu sed from the qu es­ 
tion. In 1964, his first White 
Hou se y ear, he fou ght hard and 
su ccessfu lly for a Civ il Rights 
Act. Now, ju st starting his first 
fu ll term , he is p u shing another. 
Time and timing were on his 
side. The tim e was right. The 
long Negro fight for ju stice, and 
an 
increasingly 
sy mp athetic 
mood in Congress and the cou n­ 
try , laid for Johnson a solid, 
broadly su p p orted fou ndation on 
which to act. 
Timing 
And his timing was ex cellent, 
in the sense of p icking the right 
mom ent to get the most re­ 
sp onse, 
when 
this 
week 
he 
asked fast p assage of the strong­ 
est v oting bill ev er offered by 
a p resident. 


He p icked a moment at the 
crest 
of 
national 
ex citement 
ov er ev ents in Alabama. 
Why some of the other p resi­ 
dents in the p ast 100 y ears did 
little or nothing to secu re ju stice 
/or Negroes may be ex p lained 
In v ariou s way s, p robably none 
of them satisfactory to Negroes 
who had to endu re a centu ry in 
an American limbo. It’s a dense 
field for sociologists and p oliti­ 
cal scientists to p low. 
In some, no dou bt, there was 
a real lack of interest. It might 
be argu ed they lacked interest 
becau se there was 
no broad 
p op u lar dem and, among whites, 
for this kind of social and p oliti­ 
cal ju stice. 
Question 
Bu t that in tu rn raises the old, 
obv iou s qu estion: Does a leader 
lead 
or 
does 
he 
follow 
the 
crowd? 
Negroes m ight hav e obtained 
their fu ll civ il rights far sooner 
if p residents throu gh the y ears 
had made a mu ch sterner p itch 
to 
arou se 
the 
national 
con­ 
science. 
Throu gh 
leadership , 
tim e and timing might hav e 
been created. 
Yet, for most of the centu ry 
since the Civ il W ar the thou ­ 
sands of distractions, p roblems 
and griev ances that affected the 
m ajority whites left them indif­ 
ferent to the Negroes’ p light. 
Two ev ents near the end of 
the last centu ry show the indif­ 
ference. 
Pop u lar 
Becau se of p op u lar demand, 
Congress in 1894 p assed a grad­ 
u ated income tax . In 1895 the 
Su p rem e Cou rt declared it u n­ 
constitu tional. In 1896. the cou rt 
said it was constitu tional to seg­ 


regate Negroes if they got equ al 
treatm ent. 


The p op u lar interest and con­ 
science w eren’t arou sed by this 
decision making Negroes sec­ 
ond-class citizens bu t it was so 
arou sed by the income tax v er­ 
dict that the nation in 1913 ap ­ 
p rov ed the Constitu tion’s 
16th 
Amendment ap p rov ing the in­ 
come tax and thu s throwing ou t 
what the cou rt had said. 
Bu t the nation was nev er in­ 
terested enou gh in the Negroes 
to ap p rov e another amendment 
nu llify ing 
the 
cou rt's 
v erdict 
that Negroes cou ld be segre­ 
gated or u rging other decisiv e 
action to cancel the v erdict.

Nor did Congress do any thing 
abou t It u ntil after the Su p reme 
Cou rt 
itself 
in 
1954 
rev ersed 
what it did in 1896 and declared 
segregation by its v ery natu re 
u nequ al and therefore u nconsti­ 
tu tional. 
Presidents Franklin D. Roose­ 
v elt and H arry S. Tru m an con­ 
cerned 
themselv es 
abou t 
the 
Negro. Bu t the step s they took 
were only mild beginnings. Both 
p resided in trou bled times. Nei­ 
ther had broad su p p ort on civ il 
rights. If they had fou ght harder 
for those rights, their su p p ort 
might hav e been greater. 
Dwight 
I). 
Eisenhower was 
President in 1954 when the cou rt 
banned 
segregation. 
Starting 
then he cou ld hav e giv en v ery 
v igorou s leadership bu t didn’t. 
He ev en declined to say whether 
he ap p rov ed the 1954 cou rt deci­ 
sion, say ing simp ly it was his 
job to enforce the ru ling. 
He p icked u p some sp eed la­ 
ter, for he sp onsored the first 
civ il rights bill p assed in this 
centu ry (1957) and the second, 
in I960, was ap p rov ed by Con­ 
gress du ring his adm inistration. 
And he u sed troop s to back u p a 
federal 
cou rt 
order 
desegre­ 
gating 
the 
Little 
Rock 
high 
school. 
President John F. 
Kennedy 
was more v igorou s than Eisen­ 
hower on civ il rights, bu t nev er 
as all-ou t as Johnson. It is the 
Su p reme Cou rt, which left the 
Negroes segregated for 58 y ears 
after 1896, that has been the 
m ost 
p ersistent 
leader 
since 
1954.

Hiese co ld early Spring day s 
are a g o o d time to g et the to o l 
shed, po tting bench and g arden 
to o ls in shape befo re the g arden­ 
er is kept busy with a multitude 
o f o ther o utdo o r wo rk. Spring al­ 
way s seems to arriv e in a rush 
and to hav e these duties o ut o f 
the way will g iv e the g ardener a 
head start o n the early g ardening 
cho res. 
By this time many have al­ 
ready fertilized and seeded their 
established lawns so the melting 
snows plus 
continuous 
freezing 
and thawing will work the seed 
and fertilizer 
into 
the 
ground. 
This does create an extra early 
job of removing leaves and old 
g rass before the fresh seed ger­ 
minates. The early application of 
fertilizer will require extra early 
mowing. 
First Job 
Our first job is to prepare the 
mo wer and lawn rak es. Have the 
mower sharpened and if powered 
be sure to have it check ed and 
functioning 
properly. 
A 
power 
mower tune-up is just as essential 
as having your car motor check ed 
regularly. And 
there’s 
nothing 
more exasperating than to have 
a 
power mower that refuses to start 
on the first few turns. Too, it will 
save the 
nerves, 
fewer 
swear 
words, and help k eep harmony in 
the family! 
Check the broom rak es and get 
new handles if the old ones look 
as though they might not last 
through the 
early 
part 
of the 
Spring season. If the spades, hoes, 
trowels and other tools were not 
cleaned and oded or greased in 
the fall it would 
repay you 
to 
spend a few evenings on these. 
Use a buck et of water with 
a 
strong detergent and a stiff wire 
brush to remove the dirt and rust, 
then scour with an abrasive, wipe 
dry.’, sharpen and wipe with od. 
Be sure to check the handles for 
crack s and buy new ones if neces­ 
sary: Riveting handles to spades, 
shovels and rak es 
tak es 
much 
valuable time, 
especially 
when 
one is in the midst of transplant­ 
ing and needs one of these tools 
immediately. 
Pruners, shears, k nives and oth­ 
er cutters 
should 
be1 
cleaned 


thoroughly, sharpened, oiled and 
readied for early spring pruning. 
These should remain in constant 
condition as they are almost al­ 
ways in daily use.

should be ceaned,

soil bin 
scrubbed 
thoroughly 
and 
seed 
flats, pots, etc., placed in an ord­ 
erly 
and 
convenient 
manner. 
Check your supply of plant labels, 
garden mark ers, and special gar­ 
den mark ing pencils. The insec­ 
ticides and fertilizers should be 
check ed to mak e sure they are 
properly mark ed and proportions 
put on a card above the work 
bench. 
Sprayers 
and 
dusters 
should be put in operating order 
for early insects. 


Repaint or stain garden and 
patio furniture so they can be 
placed outside the first warm 
days of Spring. Too, they pro­ 
vide a good place for the garden­ 
er to relax and survey his do­ 
main after a day’s work .
